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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that WO2001 53675 does not 
disclose a metering point or atomization point. Note that WO2001 53675 discloses that the fuel injector 26 can be a screen flow valve type 
nozzle, therefore, the flow valve will meter the fuel through the screen flow valve nozzle. As to the atomization point at 16, note that the 
apparatus is disclosed as an atomizing apparatus, therefore, as the liquid/gas is introduced at point 16 it is atomized. Finally as to the 
arguments for both WO2001 53675 and Sheather concerning the recitation of the low pressure fuel injector, note that applicant misinterprets 
the principle that claims are interpreted in the light of the specification. Although these elements are found as examples or embodiments in 
the specification, they are not claimed explicitly. Nor were the words that are used in the claims defined in the specification to require these 
limitations. A reading of the specification provides no evidence to indicate that these limitations must be imported into the claims to give 
meaning to disputed terms. In addition the term "low pressure" in the specfication has not described in pressure values or ranges (i.e. Pa 
or psi) to determine what "low pressure" defines. 
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
